Convention  of  N.  Carolina  : 
My  dear  Brother, — 

Another  year  has  rolled  round,  and  it  becomes  my  duty  to  lay 
before  you  an  account  of  mv  labors  during  the  past  year.  -When  I  re- 
turned from  the  Convention"  last  year,  I  spent  ten  or  twelve  days  m  the 
South  part  of  Anson,  and  in  the  adjacent  parts  of  South  Carolina.    I 
then  travelled  through  the  lower  end  of  Montgomery,  Moore,  Chatham, 
and  Wake  ;  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Board  at  the  Institute  late  in 
November;  and  then  proceeded  to  visit  some  of  the  churches  in  Gran- 
ville, in  the  lower  end  of  Orange,  Chatham,  Moore,  and  Richmond.     I 
next' visited  the  churches  in  the  counties  of  Davidson,   Guilford,  Ran- 
dolph, the  upper  part  of  Orange,  Chatham,  Granville,  Person,  Caswell, 
and  part  of  the  churches  in  Rockingham;  was  prevented  by  the  inclem- 
ency of  the   we.ither  from   visiung  the  others;  and  returned  through 
Stokes,  Davidson,  and  Montgomery.     I  next  visited  the  churches  in  the 
counties  of  Richmond,  and  proceeded  as  far  as  the  upper  end  of  Robeson  ; 
thence  through  the  upper  end  of  Montgomery,  Rowan,  Surry,  Ashe, 
"\^ilkes,  and  Iredell;  and   returned  to  attend  a  Protracted  Meeting  in 
Montgomery.     I  then  visited   the  churches  in  the  upper  end  of  Anson 
and  Mecklenburg;   some  in  Lincoln,  Rutherford,  Burke,  Iredell,  and 
Cabarrus  ;  and  returned  and  attended  t-everal  Protracted  Meetings  in  An- 
son.    Thence  1  travelled  through  Montgomery  and  Davidson,  and  at- 
tended  the  Liberty  Association  in  Davidson,  and  a  Protracted  Meeting 
at  Brier  Creek,  in  Wilkes;  and  returned  and  attended  a  Protracted  Meet- 
ing at  Brown  Creek,  in  Anson.     The  lirst  of  September  I  started  to 
vis'it  the  churches  in  the  upper  end  of  Anson,  Mecklenburg,  Cabarrus, 
Iredell,  Burke,  and  Wilkes,  and  attended  the  Brier  Creek,  Yadkin,  Ca- 
tawba,'Pee  Dee,  and  Sandy  Creek  Associations;   a  Protracted  Meeting 
at  May's  Chapel,  in  Chafham  ,  thence  through  Chatham,  Orange,  and 
Caswell  to  the  Convention.     I  have  travelled  375  days  ,  have  pleached 
253  sermons;  attended  6  Associations;  and  13  Protracted  Meetings.— 
At  each  of  these  Associations  and  Protracted  Meetings  I  have  had   an 
opportunity  of  explaining  the  objects  of  the  Convention,  and  of  describing 
the  progress  we  and  other  kindred  bodies  are  making  in  the  accomplish- 
ment of  these  objects,  and  of  other  benevolent  enterprises.     I  hove  also 
assisted  in  the  formation  and  enlargement  of  several   Sabbath  Schools 
and  Tenip'-rance  Societies.     And  alt'iough  our  object.^  are  very  much 
misreoresented,  and  much  opposition  is  yet  kept  up  in  consequence  of 
these  ^misrepresentations,  where  our  objects  are  not  fully  known,   and 
our  motives  noc  prop^rlv  appreciated,  yet  I  find  in  every  section   of  o-: 
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country  a  disposition  to  listen  to  explanations  In  most  oi  tiic  people :  and 
as  far  as  our  objects  are  known,  and  the  effects  of  our  plans  are  seen 
and  felt,  the  prejudices  of  the  people  are  vanishinrj  ;  and  in  several  sec- 
tions of  the  country  they  are  increasing  the  number  of  S.  Schools,  and 
Temperance  Societies;  and  habits  of  drinkin;r  spirits  are  abandoned; 
and  in  many  parts  of  our  country  the  churches  are  forming  Itinerant 
Boards,  and  employing  itinerant  preachers.  Mos:  of  the  opposition  I 
meet  with,  is  immaginary  evils,  and  vanishes  before  the  truth.  Many 
who  were  misinformed,  and  opposed  to  us,  are  now  sincere  friends. — 
But  our  work  is  not  yet  finished.  Much,  very  much,  remains  to  be  done 
both  in  our  highly  favoured  country  and  in  foreign  lands.  And  great 
caution,  and  continued  and  increasing  exertions  are  necessary,  and  a  full 
confidence  in  God,  a  full  acquaintance  with  his  word,  and  an  entire 
dependence  on  him,  are  of  the  utmost  importance  in  all  the  friends  and 
supporters  of  these  institutions. 

Beneath  the  inspiring  influence  of  the  Almighty,  the  church  and  the 
community  are  aroused  and  excited  by  the  persuasion,  that  a  glorious 
period  is  at  hand.  This  idea  is  daily  gaining  ground,  and  no  person 
who  calmly  views  the  signs  of  the  times,  can  doubt  it.  The  Charch  of 
the  living  God  is  the  pillar  and  ground  of  the  truth  ;  the  eyes  of  angels, 
of  men,  and  of  devils  are  upon  us.  Let  us  strive  for  an  increase  of  ho- 
liness, for  a  more  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  promises  and  designs  of 
Jehovah,  as  recorded  in  the  scriptures  of  truth.  Let  us  try  to  form  pro- 
per conceptions  ofthe  events  fortold  by  him,  who  declared  the  end  from 
the  beginning,  and  from  ancient  times  the  things  that  are  not  yet  done. 
And  let  us  strive,  by  the  grace  of  God,  to  prepare  ourselves  and  others, 
to  stand  in  our  lots,  and  discharge  our  respective  duties,  and  bear  suffer- 
ings, and  make  sacrifices  proportioned  to  the  importance  ofthe  objects 
contemplated,  and  the  end  to  be  attained.  That  you,  my  dear  Brother, 
and  every  member  ofthe  Convention,  and  every  friend  ofthe  Redeem- 
er, may  properly  appreciate  the  importance  of  these  things,  and  dis- 
charge your  respective  duties,  and  live  to  God's  glory,  and  die  in  his 
favour,  is  the  prayer  of  yours  in  gospel  bonds,

F.  IIAWLEY'S  REPORT. 

Elder  John  Armstrong.  Cor.Sec.  ofthe  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 

Carolina: 
Dear  Brother, — 

The  time  has  arrived  when  it  becomes  my  duty  to  lay  before  the 
<Jonvention  through  you  some  account  of  my  labours  for  the  last  year.  I 
deem  it  important,  in  the  first  place,  to  state  that  the  committee  appointed  at 
the  last  Conveuiion  to  prepare  a  letter  of  insiruction  for  the  Agents,  neg- 
lected to  discharge  their  duty  ;  therefore  I  was  left  without  instructions, 
both  as  to  my  field  of  labour  and  mode  of  operation. 

However,  shortly  after  the  close  of  the  kst  meeting  of  your  body,  I  made 

I  tour  through  the  counties  of  Bladen,  and  Columbus,  on  to  Wilmington, 

■m  ihcnce  to  a  protracted  meeting  m  Duplin  r(>.     I  also  visited  sevpra! 


jaurches  in  this  aiul  Sampsou  oo.,  &  lelurneJ  home  in  January.  Aboui  the 
lirst  of  Feb.  I  made  another  tour,  passing  through  the  cnuniies  of  Chat- 
liam,  Wake,  Franklin,  and  Nash.  1  then  made  a  short  tour  through  Robe 
son  and  Columbus.  The  last  of  April  I  started  for  the  Eastern  part  of  the 
Slate,  passing  through  the  counties  of  Bladen,  Duplin,  and  Sampson,  on 
to  Greenville ;  from  thence  I  passed  on  through  Martin,  and  so  on  to  the 
meeting  of  the  Chowan  Association,  convened  at  Bethel,  Perquimans  co. 
I  found  this  Association  to  be  quite  an  intelligent  and  a  very  respectable 
body,  it  is  almost  unnecessary  to  say  that  I  was  cordially  received  and 
permitted  to  participate  in  their  deliberations.  Much  good  feeling  pre- 
vailed throughout  the  session.  Measures  were  unanimously  adopted  in 
favour  ot  the  Bible  cause,  and  delegates  were  appointed  to  attend  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Bible  Convention  next'April.  From  this  1  visited  the  churcii 
at  Edenton,  and  so  on  through  the  counties  of  Pasquotank,_Camden, 
Currituck,  Gates,  Hertford,  Beriie,  Northampton,  Halifax,  by  the  way  of 
Tarboro,  through  the  lower  end  of  Nash,  closing  this  tour  at  Hepseba  m 
Wake  county. 

The  last  of  July  1  proceeded  again  through  the  counties  of  W'ake  and 
Franklin,  visiting  a  few  churches  as  I  passed  on  to  the  Minister's  and 
Deacon's  meeting  at  Cole  Rain,  Bertie,  co.,  the  object  of  which  is  to  set- 
tle a^l  differences  and  difficulties  that  may  exist  among  the  Ministers  and 
Deacons  belonging  to  the  Association.  This  was  the  second  meeting  of  the 
kind  and  much  good  feeling  prevailed  ;  and  but  little  doubt  existed  as  to 
the  utility  of  such  meetings.  They  adjourned  to  meet  again  the  3d  Sab- 
bath in  August,  1837.  From  this  I  returned,  passing  through  IVorthamp- 
ton,  and  aitended  a  protracted  meeting  held  at  Conoconary,  Halifax  co,, 
and  from  this  through  a  part  of  Nash,  Franklin,  W^ake,  Chatham  &  Moore, 
and  arrived  at  home  about  the  29  of  Sept.  I  next  attended  the  session  of 
the  Goshen  Association,  convened  at  Beaver  Dam,  Duplin  co.  There  is  a 
number  of  choice  brethren  connected  with  this  Association.  They  have 
had  to  contend  with  very  formidable  opposition,  but  the  force  of  opposition 
seems  to  be  somewhat  broken,  and  the  probability  is  that,  before  many 
years  this  Association  will  be  decidedly  Missionary  in  its  character.  I  next 
attended  the  meeting  of  the  Cape  Fear  Association.  Peace,  harmony,  and 
good  feeling  prevailed  throughout.  Opposition  in  this  body  is  fast  yielding 
to  the  li^i^ht  and  force  of  truth.  Decisive  measures  were  unanimously 
adopted  relative  to  the  Bible  cause.  I  next  attended  a  camp-meeting  at 
Mount  Pisgah,  Chatham  co.,  and  truly  we  had  a  refreshing  from  the  pres- 
ence of  the  Lord.  As  the  results  of  the  meeting,  I  understand  thirteen 
were  baptized.  I  then  proceeded  to  attend  the  session  of  the  Tar  Rivet 
Association,  convened  at  Shiloh,  Franklin  eo.  1  was  cordially  received. 
Resolutions  of  a  decided  character  were  adopted  in  favour  of  the  Institu- 
tions of  the  day.  From  this  I  passed  on  to  Chatham,  and  attended  the 
camp-meeting  at  May's  Chapel,  and  so  onto  this  place.  I  have  been  in 
ihe  sprvicp  of  the  Convention  350  days  and  have  received  from  various 
•sources,  as  will  be  seen  by  an  account  ac?ompanying  this  report  $227,  27. 
It  is  a  painful  fact  ihat  almost  general  apathy  prevails  among  the  church- 
es where  I  have  traveled  relative  to  the  interests  of  the  Redeemer's  King- 
dom. The  church  has  evidently  drank  deep  into  a  worldly  spirit;  an<i 
many  who.  a  few  years  ago  seemed  to  run  well,  now  appear  to  be  bend- 
ing all  their  energies  to  amass  a  fortune.  It  is  evident  that  christians  do 
not  realize  their  obligation:  hence  there  is  but  little  spontaneous  action.- — 
I  have  endeavored,  according  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  to  clear  up  this 
point,  and  to  bring  christians  to  realize  the  truth  that  they  are  not  their 
own.  The  standard  of  holiness  must  he  greatly  elevated  above  what  it  is.  be- 


fore  the  wickeil  will  be  led  by  ihe  liglit  of  the  chnrcli  to  glorify  God,  and 
the  world  be  converled.  It  is  further  evident  iliat  there  is  a  want  of  spiritu- 
ality on  the  pan  of  Ministers.  Is  it  not  a  fad.  tliat  we  are  not  as  devoted 
to  the  duties  of  the  ministry  as  we  should  be?  It  is  to  be  icarcd  that  nia- 
r.y  rarely  ever  press,  as  closely  as  they  should,  the  claims  of  a  dying 
Avorld.  a  world  perishing  for  lack  of  knowledge.  It  is  also  a  fact  ih-it  scarce- 
ly a  minister  in  the  part  of  the  State  over  wiiich  1  have  traveled,  receives 
any  thing  like  an  adequate  support:  and  it  will  be  so  until  the  church  is 
trained  to  know  that  it  is  more  blessed  to  ^ive  than  to  receive.  There  can 
be  but  little  doubt  but  that  the  Sabbath  School  and  Temperance  cause  is 
on  the  retrograde  :  many  who  once  put  their  hands  to  the  plow  have  looked 
back. 

Undoubtedly  we' ought  to  thank  God  and  to  rejoice  thai  the  prospect  is 
not  worse  that  it  is;  that  through  the  mercy  of  God  we  arc  }:cimitted  to 
hope  for  better  times.  And  yet  the  present  crisis  undoubtedly  calls  i'or 
deep  liumiliation  and, sorrow  of  heart  before  God.  It  becomes  the  church 
to  rend  their  hearts  and  not  their  garments,  and  to  repent  of  iheir  back-slid- 
ing, and  to  return  unto  the  Lord,  and  renew  their  covenant  obligations,  and 
devote  themselves  with  renewed  energy  to  the  service  of  their  IVlaster. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  remark  that  I  hope  this  Convention  will  fix  up- 
on some  plan  of  operation  lelative  to  the  Agency,  that  shall  be  ur^iform 
and  better  calculated  to  secure  the  permanent  co-operation  of  the  church- 
es in  the  great  objects  before  them.  Permit  me  through  you.  my  dear 
brother,  to  present  my  grateful  acknowledgments  to  the  Convi-ntion  for  the 
honor  and  privilege  of  serving  them  as  their  Agent.  And  may  the  great 
Head  of  the  church  guide  by  his  unerring  council  the  Convention  to  the 
adoption  of  such  means  and  measures  as  He  siiall  be  plfas:d  to  bless  to  the 
promotion  of  his  own  glory  and  the  advancemetit  ol  his  Kingdom  on 
earth.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

your  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  would  respectfully  present  the 
following  report:  — 

That,  since  the  organization  of  the  General  Convention,  they  have 
been  gradually  extending  their  opperations,  and  tnultiplying  their  mis- 
sions as  fast  as  their  means  would  admit.  They  have  now  stations  and 
missionaries  in  various  foreign  lands,  and  among  the  aborigines  of  our 
own  couniry.  The  tnost  important  and  interesting  of  these  stations  are, 
perhaps,  those  in  Eastern  Asia.  And  it  should  be  distinctly  remem- 
bered, as  a  subject  of  devout  gratitude  to  God,  that  our  Foreign  Mission 
opperations  throughout  the  world,  are,  at  present,  in  a  very  prosperous 
condition.  Indeed  they  have  ever  since  their  commencement,  constant- 
ly experienced  the  favour  and  rich  blessing  of  Heaven.  They  have  suc- 
ceeded even  beyond  the  most  sanguine  expectations  of  their  warmest 
friends.  But  while  we  should  be  trulv  grateful  to  God  for  his  blessing 
thus  bestowed  upon  our  labours,  we  should  remembertbat  our  work  is 
but  just  commenced.     Much  yet  remains  to  be  done.     IMuch  land,  yet 


rctnains  to  be  possessed.  A  very  ]ar<;e  portion  ofthe  world  yet  remains 
in  heatiipiiisih  darkness.  A  vast  majority  of  our  race  are  yet  perisliin;^ 
for  lack  of  knowledge.  Every  means  should,  therefore,  be  put  in  requi- 
sition, to  awakersthe  interest  ofthe  community  throughout  our  land,  on 
this  subject;  and  to  bring  them  up  to  this  greatwork.  Wh^t  we  have 
done  only  shows  us  what,  through  the  blessing  of  God,  \v^  can  do. — 
And  greater  cxeriious  must  yet  be  put  forth,  before  the  world  can  be 
converted  to  God.  To  make  those  exertions,  our  past  successes  ought 
both  to  encourage  and  stimulate  us.  Our  prayers  must  be  more  fervent, 
and  our  contributions  metre  liberal.  Widely  extended  lielris  are  open- 
ing before  us  on  every  hand,  and  are  white  already  to  the  harvest, 
Vv'hich  will  afford  us  ample  scope  for  all  our  energies.  VVithtbis  viev.- 
ofthe  subject,  \our  conunittee  would  take  the  liberty  to-recommend  the 
following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  people  of  God  are  under  obligatirms  to  pray 
more  fervently  and  constantly  for  tne  success  of  our  Foreign  Missions, 
and  for  the  triumph  ofthe  Redeemer's  kingdom. 

Resolved,  That  for  this  purpose,  the  monthly  concert  for  prayer  ought 
to  be  regularly  observed  by  every  church  in  our  State, 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

R EPORT  ON  ED UCA TIOX. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  education  begleave 
to  report; — That,  in  the  eslinialiou  of  your  eoaimiitee,  the  most  of  the 
diflicuifies  which  have  arrested  the  progres.s  cf  truth,  union,  and  respecta- 
bility among  our  churches,  may  be  traced  to  t'le  want  of  intelligence  among 
the  ministers  of  the  sanctuary.  It  cannot  be  expected  that  a  pastor  ot  a 
church  can  meet  all  the  densands  of  his  important  station  without  the  aids 
of  education.  Your  commiliee  would  name  the  fact  that  our  late  esteem- 
ed brother  John  Blount,  ofEdenton  N..  C,  has  bequeathed  to  the  Trustees 
of  "Wake  Forest  Institute  all  his  fortune,  which  amounts  to  ten  or  eleven 
thousand  dollars.  These  funds  will  not  be  available  before  the  death  of 
sister  BlQunt,  and  then  the  mteresl  is  to  be  applied  to  the  education  of 
young  men  called  of  God  to  the  ministry.  In  view  of  this  bequest,  your  com.- 
mittee  would  recommend  tliat  the  Convention  should  raise  a  committee  to 
consult  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  ofthe  Institute,  and  devise  measures  to 
add  6  or  7  thousand  dollar?  to  the  bequest  and  establish  a  professorship  ot 
Sacred  Literature,  to  be  called  the  Bloiinl  Professorship.  Your  commit- 
tee would  urge  the  necessity  ot  adopting  immediately  energetic  measures 
to  give  the  young  brethren  of  our  State  the  advantajijes  of  theological 
studies.  This,  in  the  opmioi!  of  your  committee,  can  be  done  in  no  other 
way  than  by  the  establishment  of  tiie  above  named  professorship.

RE  POUT  ON  PERIODICALS 

Tiic  Coaimittee  on  Periodicals  report, — That  so  much  has  been  said 
I'elative  to  the  importance  of  reliLnous  Periodicals,  and  happily  that  im- 
portance has  been  experienced  among  us  to  such  an  extent,  as  to  sufler- 
sede  the  necessitv  of  much  argument  in  their  favour.  While,  however, 
we  believe  that  the  importance  of  this  matter  is  pretty  generally  ac- 
knowledged among  us,  it  may  still  be  doubled  whether  it  is  sufficiently 
understood — whether  the  advantages  we  enjoy  in  the  existence  of  the 
periodical  publications  anjong  ns,  and  especially  of  our  own,  together 
with  the  disadvantages  wnich  would  be  incurred  by  the  privation  of 
them,  are  estimated  at  their -just  value.  Indeed  we  know,  that,  in  rela- 
tion to  every  bWssing  of  life,  whiie  in  the  full  and  prosperous  possession 
of  it,  it  is  most  difficult  fully  to  feel  and  rightly  to  appreciate  its  value. 
Urrhappily  for  man,  his  pri/ations  too  generally  have  to  teach  him  the 
value  of  his  departed  blessings. 

Your  committee  think  that  it  is  a  cause  of  just  congratulation,  that 
our  denomination  enjoys  the  honour  of  having  originated  the  first  reli- 
gious periodical  in  the  State  ;  and  the  possession  of  such  a  paper,conduct- 
ed  as  it  is, with  acknowledged  ability,  constitutes  a  feature  in  the  present 
aspect  of  our  affairs,  on  which  we  can  but  look  with  peculiar  satisfac- 
tion. It  is  a  source  of  instruction  and  pleasure  to  ourselves;  of  re- 
spect and  gratitude  from  our  friends;  and,  if  we  have  them,  ofdreadto 
our  eneiiiies.  Who  among  us  but  must  feel  that  the  influence  of  this 
paper  and  its  kindred  alliances,  have  awoke  us  into  a  new  kind  of  be- 
jng;  that,  under  this  influence,  our  scattered  resources  have  been  orga- 
nized and  made  efficient;  our  denomination  has  been  made  to  feel  its 
streno;th ;  and  our  brethren  have  become  increasmgly  endeared  to  one 
another  by  the  acquaintance  and  union  which  ha^e  been  iis  result. — 
WMio  among  us,  while  he  looks  around  upon  the  faces  of  his  brethren, 
.vvhom  he  is  again  permitted  to  meet  in  Convention— while  he  feels  the 
sympathetic  throb  of  united  hearts — and  while  he  reflects  upon  theblessed 
"  unity  of  the  spirit''  which  he  has  experienced  during  this  interview, 
but  must  look  up  with  adoring  gratitude  to  God  for  the  intervention  of 
those  influences  which  have  resulted  in  so  happy  an  issue.  To  the  full, 
vigorous,  and  healthy  sustentalion  of  these  interests,  your  Committee  feel 
the  importance  of  our  Periodical.  You  may  suppose,  therefore,  that 
it  was  not  without  feelings  of  painful  interest,  that  we  have  learned  that 
the  very  existence  of  our  paper  was  in  jeopardy;  thai  the  patronage  it 
received  was  not  at  all  commensurate  with  its  necessities;  and  that  in 
fact,  but  for  certain  facilities  for  publication  which  ihi-  Editor  enjoys, 
even  the  expenses  of  its  publication  could  not  be  met.  Your  Committee 
feel  that  we  are  reduced  to  the  alternative  of  deciding  upon  more  effi- 
cient measures  for  the  support  of  our  paper,  or  of  consenting  to  lose  it. 
And  can  there  be  any  hesitation  upon  this  subject?  When  we  think 
of  this  destinctive  feature  in  the  present  aspect  of  our  denomination 
in  this  State — of  the  important,  we  mio^ht  perhaps  say,  vital  relation 
of  the  Periodical  to  all  the  interests  of  our  Convention — to  the  weekly 
Tstruction   and  refreshment  it  brine's  us — to  the  valuable  moral  and  re- 


iigious  jnliucnce  it  isdifTusinjr — your  Committee  put  it  to  the  Com  en- 
tion  and  to  the  Baptists  of  N.  C,  and  repeat — Can  there  be  any  hesi- 
tation on  this  subject?  Your  Comraitlee  believe  that  the  sentinrjent 
should  be  deeply  fixed  in  all  our  hearts,  "  The  Recorder  must  be  sik- 
tained."  We  aiust  not,  and  with  God's  help,  we  icill  not  sutler  it  to  fa!!. 
The  anxious  enquiry,  then,  of  all  is  probably  directed  to  the  point, 
"What  can  be  done?'*^  Your  Committee  believe  that  much  may  be  done 
which  has  as  yet  not  been  done. 

The  measures  which  your  Co  -.imittee  would  respectfully  submit  re- 
late, I.  To  individual  responsibility  :  2.  To  an  appointment  of  an  agen- 
cy especially  for  tlie  paper — to  be  sustained  by  the  pledjre  of  its  friend.-j: 
3^  To  a  pledge  of  the  same  kind  to  the  Editor  of  the  paper,  for  the  en- 
suing year.  Your  Committee  would  not  be  understood  as  uttering  the 
ian2:uage  of  reproof,  but  of  counsel,  and  of  hope,  when  they  ask  of  breth- 
ren, whether  more,  much  more,  may  not  be  done  by  individual  exertion 
than  has  yet  been  done  ?  Flave  we  gone  into  this  work  realizing  its 
importance  ?  Have  we  put  forth  the  energy  consequent  upon  a  convic- 
tion that  a  vital  interest  is  at  stake?  If  not,  we  would  sa)^  let  us  try 
again  ;  and  let  us  try  with  a  still  greater  energy.  Your  Committee,  how- 
ever, believe  the  'appointment  of  an  active,  energetic  Agent — to  be 
sustained  by  our  pledge — not  confining  himself  to  this  State,  but  occu- 
py insr  whatever  field  may  invite  his  labours,  to  be  of  essential  impor- 
tance in  this  matter. 

A  similar  pledge  we  'vould  recommend  to  the  Editor  of  the  •'  Recor- 
der." We  think  it  is  due  to  him  and  to  ourselves;  and  we  believe  that, 
if  we  engage  in  proper  efforts  to  sustain  our  paper,  such  a  pledge  will 
be  discharging  an  act  of  justice  at  a  cheap  rate.  Your  Cammittee  feel 
that  they  cannot  command  languas:e  to  give  full  utterance  to  their  sense 
of  the  importance  of  this  matter.  They  cannot  contemplate,  but  with  the 
most  painful  apprehension — the  extinction  of  interests  so  dear  and  so 
valuable.  They  recoil  with  dread  frouj  the  thought  of  the  remotest  lia- 
bility of  a  relapse,  from  our  present  promising  condition,  into  our  former 
supineness  and  deathlike  apathy.  God  in  mercy  forbid  so  disastrous 
an  event.  Your  committee  hope  that  the  importance  of  the  occasion 
will  be  realized  ;  and  that  the  friends  of  the  Convention  and  of  the  Re- 
corder, will  enter  upon  this  work  with  a  spirit  of  invincible  determina- 
tion. If,  as  Bacon  affirms,  in  relation  to  human  learning,  "Knowledge 
is  power,"  a  more  illustrious  than  Bacon  has  declared  of  the  knowledge 
of  God,  and  of  his  blessed  Son,  that  it  is  eternal  life.  Indulging  the 
hope  that  the  deliberations  of  the  Convention  will  result  in  imparting 
permanent  establishment  and  security  to  our  Periodical — your  Commit- 
tee submit  their  report.

This  Suite  has  enjoyed  the  blessiriirsof  Sa'obath  Schools, 
ij  e;ome  extent,  for  some  thirty  years.  Schools  have  been  formed  und  sus- 
i;iinea  by  some  of  the  cnurcht^s  of  uifTerent  denomir.ations  during  this  pe- 
riod; in  other  case-s  by  benevolent  individuals.  The  happy  results  of 
these  schools  were  witnessed  wherever  they  had  been  organized.  How- 
ever these  schools  were  '"few  and  far  between;"  the  state  generally  did 
not  enjoy  them.  In  1823  the  Am.  S.  S.  Union,  at  the  earnest  request  of 
some  of  the  most  distmiruished  men  in  the  south,  resolved  to  establish, 
and  for  five  years  sustain,  S.  Schools  throughout  il;e  southern  States. 
For  most  of  the  time  since  that  period,  that  society  has  had  from  one  to 
three  missionaries  and  agents  in  the  State,  whose  business  has  been  to 
preach  the  gospel,  form,  visit,  and  encourage  Sabbath  Schools.  Depo- 
sitories of  Sabbath  School  books  are  now  established  in  all  the  large 
towns  in  the  state.  Ii  is  thelirm  conviction  of  your  committee,  that  a 
well  selected  library  is  very  important  if  not  es.sential  to  every  school. — 
This  will  have  a  powerful  inlluence  in  securing  the  attendance  of  the 
scholars. 

Thirty  three  counties,  principally  in  the  western  part  of  the  state, 
have  bvcn  iilled  up  with  schv}ois  accordinf^'"  to  the  forementioned  reso- 
lution. These  schools  are  under  no  foreign  control :  each  one  manages 
its  own  affairs  in  its  own  way.  Owing  to  the  delinquency  of  the  schools 
in  neglecting  to  report  to  the  societies  to  which  they  belong  (a  circum- 
stance much  to  be  lamented)  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  state  precisely  the 
number  of  schools  or  scholars  in  the  state;  but  we  deem  it  safe  to  esti- 
mate the  number  of  schools  at  250,  and  scholars  at  12,000. 

It  is  impossible  to  enumerate  the  happy  results  and  numerous  advan- 
tages of  this  inelitution.  How  often  has  it  changed  the  moral  aspect  of 
a  vrhole  neighborhood.  How  ofien  has  the  wayward  youth  been  allur- 
ed by  it,  from  the  path  of  vice  and  sm  to  that  of  morality  and  virtue. — 
How  frequentlv  has  it  been  the  means,  in  the  hand  of  God,  of  the  salva- 
tion of  souls,  in  many  destitute  parts  of  our  country,  where  the  schools 
are  carried  on  in  a  religious  manner,  as  all  should  be,  they  are  a  sub- 
stitute for  the  preaching  of  the  gospel.  They  collect  the  children  and 
youth, and  in  many  instances  adults,  who  would  perhaps,  if  not  era- 
ployed  in  this  way,  be  violating  God's  law  in  a  variety  of  ways.  And 
here  the  great  and  essential  principles  of  the  gospel  are  impressed  up- 
on the  mind.  Children  do  not  take  great  interest  in  the  ordinary  preach- 
ing of  the  gospel.  And  why  is  it  so  ?  It  is  because  they  appear  to  think 
that  the  minister  is  preaching  to  the  older  people.  But  when  the  teach- 
er addresses  a  child  personally  and  separately,  he  feels  that  the  teacher 
is  talking  to  hi7n.  In  short,  the  Sabbath  School,  in  many  plncis,  is  al- 
most tile  only  means  used  for  the  literary,  moral,  and  religious  instruc- 
tion offhechildren.  Eternity  alone  can  disclose  the  glorious  results  of 
'hi9.  TH'^t^Mition.     It  is  true  that  this  cause  lias,  like  evorv  oth^^r  nne  cf 


a  kindred  character,  its  opposition.  There  areinany  diiliculties  in  th.o 
wav.  Your  committee,  however,  believe  that  there  is  more  to  be  fear- 
ed I'rom  the  apathy  of  the  professed  friends  of  this  cause  than  from  the 
opposition  of  its  enemies. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  following  resolutions  to  be  adopted 
by  the  Convention:  — 

Resolved,  tiiatthis  Convention  view  the  institution  of  Sunday  Schools 
among  the  greatest  of  means,  under  God,  of  promoting  the  kingdom  of 
Christ. 

Therefore,  Resolved,  that  this  convention  recommend  to  the  ministers 
and  churches  of  our  denomination  throughout  the  State,  to  take  suitable 
measures,  as  quick  as  practicable,  to  establish  and  sustain^ne  or  more 
Sabbath  Schools  within  the  bounds  of  each  congregrition. 

Resolved,  that  all  the  ministers  belonging  to  this  body  be  requested  fo' 
lav  before  their  different  congregations  as  soon  as  practicable,  the  impor- 
tance and  utility  of  this  institution. 

Resolved,  that  we  conceive  that  the  great  object  of  S.  School  instruc- 
tion is  not  barely  to  impart  literary  instruction,  but  to  be  instrumental  in 
the  conversion  of  the  soul  to  God. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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REPORT  ON  W.  F.  INSTITUTE. 

Your  Committee  on  V/ake Forest  Institute  respectfully  report  :--Tlisit 
Tinder  the  smiles  of  an  auspicious  providence,  this  Institution,  the  belov- 
ed object  of  our  watchcare,  still  continues  to  flourish.  TKfefeare  at  pres- 
ent about  one  hundred  students,  four  of  whom  are  beneficiaries,  whose 
orderly  deportment  and  proficiency  in  their  studies,  fully  attest  the  abili- 
ty and  diligence  of  the  faculty. 

The  Institute  now  furnishes  ample  means  for  acquiring,  at  compara- 
tively little  cost,  a  liberal  education.  The  Trustees,  however,  we  are  in- 
formed, whilst  they  design  to  move  forward  to  the  accomplishment  of  tho 
object  with  caution,  intend  to  render  it  still  more  worthy  of  the  liberal 
support  it  has  received,  and  they  hope  will  continue  to  receive,  by  in- 
creasing, as  circumstances  vi\\\  admit  and  may  require,  the  number  of  its 
faculty.  In  the  prosecution  of  this  design,  we  would  earnestly  encour- 
age and  recommend  them  to  persevere. 

There  is  one  object,  however,  to  which  we  fear  sufficient  attention 
has  not  been  paid  ;  the  provision  of  a  library  for  the  Institute. 

A  good  library,  your  committee  deems  indispensably  necessary  to  a 
seminary  that  aspires  to  high  character.  It  is  needful  both  to  the  pro- 
fessor and  to  the  student,  and  attaches  an  importance  to  it,  in  the  estima , 
tion  of  the  community.  We  would,  therefore,  suggest  the  propriety  bi 
devising  some  plan  for  the  attainment  of  this  object. 

Your  committee  cannot  express  tha  emotionsof  gratitude  to  God,  and 
the  joy,  with  which  the  fact  that  another  reviva.1  has  occurred  amon^the 
students  at  the  Institute. 'fills  their  bosoms.     Three  revivals  in  'thi*ee  su^- 


cessive  years!  Is  not  this  an  unparalleled  occurrence'/  Surely  God 
takes  deliirht  in  this  Institution.  He  has  stamped  it  with  the  seal  of  his 
approbation — shall  it  not  then  continue  to  prosper  ?  We  believe  it  will. 
Christians  will  feel  anxious  to  enjoy  the  high  privilege  of  aiding  so  i.\- 
voured  an  instrumentality:  and  whilst  their  contributions  will  be  liberal, 
their  prayers  wili  still  ascend  to  God  for  his  blessings  upon  it.  Your 
Comtiiiltee  beg  leave,  in  conclusion,  to  recommend  the  Institute  to  the 
Kind  regard  and  liberal  support  of  the  Convention  audits  friends. 
All  which  they  submit  &c.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  Committee  on  Elome  Missions  would  respectfully  report  the  fol- 
lowing:— 

The  Home  Mission  department  constitutes  one  of  the  most  important 
branches  of  operation  in  which  the  Convention  is  engagod.  It  is  that 
on  the  success  of  which  depends,  to  a  great  extent,  the  success  of  all  the 
others.  It  is  to  this  that  we  must  look  for  the  cultivation  of  the  soil 
from  which  alone  our  resources  can  be  obtaind.  It  is  this,  therefore,  to 
which  the  attention  of  the  Convention  should  be  directed  as  a  matter  of 
radical  interest. 

Although  several  of  our  Missionaries  have  been  constantly  in  the 
field,  and  have  doubtless  labored  faithfully,  and  in  some  measure  suc- 
cessfully, yet  comparatively  but  little  lias  been  effected.  Under  such 
circumstances  it  is  deemed  a  matter  of  primary  importance,  that  meas- 
ures should  beTOimediately  taken,  io  increase  the  nurahcr  and  efficiency 
of  our  Missionaries.     All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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REPORT  ON  AMERICAN  HOME  MISSIONS. 

Your  Committee  on  A.  B.  Home  Missions  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report:  — 

They  deem  this  subject  one  of  vital  importance  to  the  cause  of  God 
and  human  happiness;  and  one  which  demands  the  serious  considera- 
tion, and  deserves  the  deepest  interest  of  every  patriot,  philanthropist,  and 
christian,  throughout  our  land.  It  cannot  be  denied  that  much  igno- 
rance prevails;  and  that  many  errors  have  been  introduced,  and  are  rap- 
idly gaining  ground  in  many  parts  of  our  country.  If  suffered  to  ad- 
vance without  any  obstacles  to  hinder  their  progress,  this  ignorance  and 
these  errors  will  inevitably  bring  upon  us,  as  a  people,  many  distress- 
ing evils.  And  the  dangers  arising  from  these  sources  are  every  day  in- 
creasing. Over  them  the  christian  publick  has  too  long  slumbered. — 
And  in  regard  to  them  too  great  apathy  is  still  manifested.  The  publick 
must  bearoitscd  to  a  sense  of  these  danq-ers.  which  can  be  averted  onlv 
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ov  a  r^'eiieral  uiiiusioii  of  knowledge,  and  instilling-  correct  moral  and.re- 
ligious  principles  into  ihe  minds,  and  bringing  them  to  bear  upon  the 
lives  of  the  people.  And  we  rejoice  to  learn  that  this  work  has  been 
commenced  by  our  fellow  citizens  and  fellow  christians  in  other  States, 
through  the  niedium  of  the  A.  B.  H.  M.  Society.  We  should  feel  it  not 
only  a  duty,  but  a  privilege  to  co-operate  Avith  our  brethren  and  friends 
in  this  glorious  work.  And  we  doubt  not  but  the  same  will  be  the  feel- 
ings of  the  brethren  throughout  our  State. 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  important  advantages  would  re- 
sult, both  to  the  cause  of  Domestic  Missions  in  this  State,  and  to  the  gen- 
eral cause  of  riorae  Missions,  from  entering  into  that  relationship  with 
the  A.  B.  H.  I\I.  Society,  which  would  be  secured  bv  becoming  Auxil- 
iary to  that  body.  This  we  are  respectfully  invited  to  do  by  the  parent 
Society,  on  those  equitable  principles  laid  down  in  their  Constitution,  and 
more  fully  explained  in  the  stipulations  between  that  Society  and  its 
Au.Yiliaries,  to  be  found  in  its  last  annual  report.  And  in  this  almost  all 
the  other  State  Conventions  in  our  country,  have  set  us  an  example. — 
And  since  our  object  as  a  Domestic  iMission  Society,  and  that  of  the  A. 
B.  H.  M.  Society  are  so  nearly  allied,  we  think  there  can  be  no  impro- 
priety in  this  Convention's  pursuing  the  same  course.

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  instructed  to  procure  a 
supply  of  appropriate  Tracts,  to  be  destributed  by  our  Agents  and  Mis- 
sionaries, and  that  the  Missionaries  be  instructed  to  organize  Tract  So- 
cieties wherever  it  maj'-be  practicable.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  committed  the  subject  of  Temperance 
report: — That  they  have  had  the  subject  under  consideration,  and  are 
pleased  to  learn  that  the  American  Temperance  Society,  since  its  estab- 
lishment in  1&27,  has  exerted  a  happy  and  salutary  influence  on  the  dif- 
ferent classes  of  society,  and  produced  a  reformation  in  many  parts  of  our 
State.  Your  Committee  have  had  time  to  do  little  more  than  give  a 
brief  sketch  of  the  progress  of  this  Society  and  of  its  present  state  : — \t 
DOW  reports  eight  thousand  Auxiliary  Societies;  twenty-three  State  Sb- 
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eieiies:  one  miiiioii  iiveiiundred  members:  and  Iwelve  thousand  driink- 
ards  reclaimed.  Your  Committee  conceive  this  to  be  one  among  the 
most  important  of  tlie  benevolent  enterprises  of  the  day,  lor  promoting 
the  o-lory  of  the  Creator,  and  the  prospcrily  and  happiness  oi  man  ;  and 
recommend  that  every  member  of  the  Convention  and  ot  the  denomina- 
tion, exert  his  influence  to  form  Temperance  Societies,  and  extend  the 
temperance  reformation  far  and  wide.  All  of  which  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted.

REPORT  OX  FEMALE  INSTITVTE. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  a  Female  Semi- 
nary beg  leave  to  report : — 

That  they  have  had  the  matter  under  consideration,  and  have  come  to 
the  conclusion,  that  it  is  not  expedient,  at  present,  to  establish  such  se- 
minary— such  are  the  claims  and  wants  of  the  Institute  now  under  the 
care  of  the  Convention,  tiiat  it  appears  to  your  Committee,  it  would  too 
much  divide  the  attention  and  resources  of  our  friends  and  patrons,  to 
create  anew  Institution  at  this  time.  Unless  such  an  Institution  were 
to  be  aided  by  our  funds,  it  could  not  be  of  such  merits  as  to  ofler  advan- 
tages much  beyond  those  already  in  existence;  and  those  funds,  at  pres- 
ent, are  demanded  for  the  existing  wants  and  obligations  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

At  the  same  time  your  Committee  deem  it  proper  and  seasonable  to 
express  their  views  of  the  great  importance  of  Female  Education,  as 
well  on  account  uf  the  direct  improvement  of  one  half  of  our  species,  as 
on  account  of  the  indirect  influence  which  well-educated  women  exert 
on  the  welfare  of  the  whole  community.  They,  therefore,  would  urge  up- 
on the  Baptist  public  generally,  to  avail  themselve«,  so  far  as  their  cir- 
cumstances will  allow,  of  the  facilities  now  in  existence,  for  cultivating 
the  minds  of  their  daughters,  in  order  to  raise  up  a  generation  of  women, 
who  shall  employ  all  that  influence  and  control  which  aie  conceded  to 
them  in  every  civilized  and  christian  country,  on  the  side  of  liberal  sen- 
timents, and  to  swav  the  minds  of  men  in  behalf  of  virtue  and  religion.

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REPORT  ON  DELEGATION. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred,  for  consideration,  the  subject 
of  sending  a  delegation  to  the  Convention  of  Baptists  to  meet  in  Phila- 
delphia for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  Bible  Society,  for  the  Baptist  de- 
nomination oi  this  country,  together  with  the  most  eligible  means  ot  ef- 
fecting the  same,  after  having  given  to  the  subject  the  best  considera- 
tion of  which,  under  existing  circumstances,  thev  were  capable,  beg 
lenve  to  submit  the  following  report: 


Vour  ConiniiUee  scarcely  feel  it  necessary  to  say,  that  tiiey  raost  coi-- 
dially  approve  of  the  contemplated  Convention.  On  this  subject  thev 
are  confident  that  there  will  be  but  one  opinion.  We  regard  the  present 
as  an  eventful  crisis  in  the  history  of  our  denon:iination  in  this  country ; 
nor  do  we  feel  that  it  will  be  saying-  too  niuch  to  add  an  expression  otour 
opinion,  that  the  event  which  has  originated  the  Philadelphia  Conven- 
tion creates  a  crisis  of  deep  and  peculiar  interest,  not  only  in  rehition  to 
the  Baptist  denomination,  but  in  relation  also  to  the  advancement  of 
Christ's  kingdom  in  the  earth.  We  are  seriously  of  the  impression,  that 
it  will  be  found  in  the  end,  through  the  wonder-working  and  adorable 
proviQenc3  of  God,  to  have  been  allied  to  results  of  the  most  important 
character  to  the  interests  of  true  religion.  Under  this  impression  your 
Committee — whatever  degree  of  blame  they  may  suppose  to^e  involv- 
ed in  this  matter,  or  however  they  may  lament  a  new  and  deep  occasion, 
in  addition  to  the  mulliplyed  ones  already  existing,  of  seperation  and 
alienation  among  the  blood-bought  people  of  God — can  but  solace  their 
hearts  in  the  contemplation  of  that  holy  and  mysterious  sovereignty,  by 
which  the  errors  and  sins  of  men  are  overruled  nito  ic  happy  subordina- 
tion to  God's  purpose  of  glory  to  himself,  and  of  mercy  to  guilty  man. 
In  the  recent  proceedings  of  the  American  Bible  Societv,  your  Commit- 
tee believe  that  God  has  thrown  upon  the  Baptist  denomination  in  an 
especial  manner,  a.  work  of  peculiar  importance  and  resjionsibility.  We 
think  that,  in  this  Providence  we  can  hear  a  voice,  loud  and  strong,which 
is  intended  to  awaken  us  froni  our  slumbers,  which  calls  upon  the  peo- 
ple, who  alone  of  all  the  world  have  stood  as  witnesses  for  God,  in  rela- 
tion to  an  important  and  deeply  interesting  portion  of  his  truth,  to  main- 
tain that  truth  fearlessly  and  faithfiilly  before  the  world.  With  this  view 
of  the  subject,  your  committee  believe  that  our  denomination  would  be 
recreant  to  themselves,  and  unfaithful  to  the  high  interests  which  God 
has  thus  confided  to  their  hands,  did  they  not  obey  that  voice,  and  gird 
themselves  for  the  work  to  which  it  summons  them.  Your  Committee 
therefore  believe  that  the  whole  denomination  should  hastily  and  rigor- 
ously co-operate  in  securing  the  important  object  proposed  bv  the  con- 
templated Convention.  We  consequently  recommend  that  the  Baptists 
in  our  own  State 'shall  be  represented  in  the  Philadelphia  Conven- 
tion. 

Your  committee  beg  leave,  in  conclusion,  to  remark,  that  they  think 
that  the  present  crisis  should  be  felt  to  be  one  of  holy,  prayerful  solici- 
tude, as  well  as  one  of  prompt  and  energetic  action.  The  nature  of  it 
too  is  such  as  to  e.xpose  us  to  peculiar  temptation.  We  should  guard 
against  an  acrimoneous,  vituperative  spirit.  It  would  be  unsuitable  to 
our  profession,  and  equally  so  to  the  occasion.  Let  us  commit  our  cause 
to  God  and  do  our  duty.  If  our  brethren  have  injured  us — let  us  love 
them  still  as  brethren  ;  hoping  that  this  matter  may  yet  turn  out  for  our 
good  and  theirs;  and  so  shall  wc  meet  this  event  with  that  spirit  which 
God  will  approve,  which  will  be  likely  to  secure  the  best  results, and 
which  will  bring  into  our  bosoms  its  own  reward.  We  conclude  by  re- 
commending to  the  Convention  the  following  resolution — submittingthe 
matter  of  the  report,  so  far  as  not  embraced  in  the  resolution,  to  other 


iiOLion  01  i!ie  ConviMiiiuij.  uiui  runiarning  tiiat  weshan  ict.'i  no  uneasiness 
in  b-dviii'j  this  report  freely  discussed,  and  finally  rejected. 

Resolc<:d,  that  weapprove  of  the  Convention  of  Baptists  of  the  United 
States,  to  be  held  in  Philadelphia,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  Bap- 
tist Bible  Society.

REPORT  ON  THE  AGENCY. 

Your  comniittee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  the  Agency 
report : — 

That,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  the  history  of  the  Baptist  Con- 
vention  of  N.  Carolina  most  manifestly  shows,  that  its  success  is  to  be 
resolved  into  the  efforts  of  the  agents  under  the  blessing  of  God. 

The  difficulties  which  met  the  Convention  at  its  commencement^  have 
r.otyetbeen  all  removed;  the  same  arguments,  therefore,  that  urged  the 
appointment  of  an  agent,  at  an  early  period  of  the  existence  of  the  body, 
may  now,  with  equal  force,  be  adduced  in  favor  of  a  reappointment. 

Much  ignorance  in  relation  to  the  measures  and  much  listlessness  in 
relation  to  the  efforts  ol  the  Convention,  must  be  remov.ed.  It  is  true 
much  has  been  effected  in  correcting  errors  and  in  promoting  the  inter- 
oits  of  truth  ;  but  much  still  remains  to  be  done.  Your  coinmittee  indeed 
believe  that  the  interests  of  the  Convention  depend  largely  upon  the  ex- 
ertions of  the  agency,  and  therefore  most  earnestly  recommend  that  it 
be  continued. 

Your  Committee,  however,  witli  great  reluctance  feel  bound  to  recom- 
mend that  for  the  present,  the  appointment  of  an  agent  be  suspended, 
and  that  the  Board  be  directed  to  search  out  and  employ  one  suitable 
Airent, as  soon  as  such  shall  be  obtained.

DYE  LAWS  OF  THE  COXVENTIOX. 

1.  At  each  meeting  of  the  Convention,  the  President,  or  in  his  absence,  one  of 
the  Vice  Presidents,  .shall  take  the  Chair,  and  shall  call  the  members  to  order; 
shall  pre.serv^e  decorum  and  order;  may  speak  to  points  of  order  in  preference  to 
oiher  members;  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the 
Convention  by  any  tv.o  members.  He  shall  open  and  close  the  Convention  by 
prayer  to  God,  or  call  on  some  brother  to  perform  this  service.  He  shall  appoint 
Committees,  vith  the  sanction  of  the  Convenlioii.  He  may  s))eak  in  debate  upon 
important  questions,  but  not  until  he  has  given  other  members  a  fair  opportunity 
10  s:ive  their  views,  and  appointed  some  other  member  to  fill  the  chair. 

2.  The  names  of  the  Delegates  shall  be  called  each  day,  previous  to  proceeding 
to  business. 

o.  Invitations  shall  be  extended  to  Ministering  brethren  present  to  a  seat  in  the 
Convention. 

4.  The  Oflicei-s  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  but  not  necessaiily  from  among  the 
members. 

5.  The  members  shall  observe  that  respect  towards  theoiBcers  and  each  other, 
which  becomelh  those  who  reverence  the  God  whose  they  are  and  whom  they 
serve.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
;he  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  respectfully  address  himself  fo 
the  President,  and  shall  confine  himself  to  the  question  under  debate,  and  avoid 
pjersonalities.  rso  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  t.o  the  sa.rae  question,  with- 
out leave  ;  nor  more  ihan  once  until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  shall  have

The  primary  obiects  of  this  Convention  shall  be  the  education  ol  young 
men  called  of  God  to  the  Ministry,  and  approved  by  the  churches  to  which  ihey 
le.-nectively  belong; ;  the  emplovment  of  Mi.ssionaries  within  the  limits  o^l  this 
State  ;  and  a  co-operation  with  the  Baptist  General  Convention  of  the  United 
States  in  the  piomotion  ol  Missions  in  general. 

Art.  3.  The  funds  devoted  to  these  objects  shall  be  kept  distict  from  cash  oth- 
er and  punctually  appropriated  agreeably  to  the  specific  intention  of  contributors. 

AiiT.  4.  This  institution  shall  be  composed  of  such  individuals  and  delegates 
from  such  Associations,  Churches,  and  Societies,  as  shall  make  adequate  contri- 
butions to  its  funds.  .,.'.,     ,     ,    ,,,  -.,1. 

Art.  5.  Eveiy  Association,  Church,  Society,  or  maividual,  shall  be  entitled  to 
send  to  the  Convention  one  Delegate  who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Baptist  church, 
for  everv  ten  dollars  paid  into  the  Treasury. 

Art.  G.  The  officers  of  this  convention,  lobe  elected  annually,  shall  be  a  Pres- 
ident, three  Vice  Presidents,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary, 
and  Treasurer,  who,  with  thirty  others,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Directors,hve 
of  whom  shall  form  a  Gluorum.  .

yORTII   CAROLIXA    BIBLE   SOCIETY 


ZS'OVLMBKR   15th,  1S3G. 

A  meeting'  was  called  at  Graves'  Meeting  House,  Caswell  County, 
N.  Carolina,  for  the  purpose  of  forniing  a  Bible  Society,  Auxiliary  to  the 
Amerie-an  and  Foreign  Bible  Society. 

The  Rev.  T.  Meredith  was  called  to  the  Chair,  and  Rev.  Wm.  H. 
Jordan  appointed  Secretary. 

On  motion  it  was  Rcsolred,  That  we  now  organize  ourselves  into  a 
Bible  Society. 

The  following  Constitution  was  read,  when  it  was  moved  that  it  be 
considered,  article  by  article,  after  which  it  was  adopted. 

CONSTITUTION. 

Art.  I.  This  institution  shall  be  denominated  the  North  Carolina 
Bible  Society,  auxiliary  to  the  American  and  Foreign  Bible  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  co-operate  with  the  Amer- 
ican and  Foreign  Bible  Society,  in  promoting  a  wider  circulation  of  the 
Scriptures,  in  the  most  faithful  versions  that  can  be  procured. 

Art*.  3.  The  members  of  this  institution  shall  consist  of  such  persons 
as  shall  contribute  annually  to  its  funds. 

Art.  '1.  The  otticers  shall  be  a  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  a 
Corresponding  and  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  :  to  whora 
shall  be  added  a  Board  of  18  ^lanagers — all  of  whom  shall  be  elected 
annually. 

Art.  5.  It  shall  be  incumbent  on  the  officers  to  perform  the  services 
appropriately  belonging  to  their  respective  stations. 
'  Art.  6.   It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  iManogers— five  of  whom 
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shall  form  a  Cluorum — to  transact  all  business  demanding  attention  du- 
ring" the  intervals  of  the  Society's  meetings. 

Art.  7.  The  annual  meetings  of  this  Society  shall  beheld  at  the  same 
place,  dnd  on  the  same  week,  with  the  annual  meetings  ot  the  Conven- 
tion of  this  State. 

Art.  8..  The  foregoing  Constitution  shall  be  subject  to  amendment  by 
a  vote  of  two-thirds,  when  ever  expediency  shall  dictate. 

It  was  agreed  to  ascertain  who  would  become  members  of  this  Socie- 
ty by  contributing  to  its  funds,  when  the  following  persons  enrolled  their 
names,  and  paid  the  sums  annexed  thereto.
